ieether  Seans Rogan ‘has 
experienced firsthand the continuing 
Catholic-Protestant violence in 
Northern Ireland.

He has witnessed what he 
calls one of the largest migrations in 
Western Europe — thousands of 
Catholics displaced by intimidation 
on the part of both sides in the bloody 
conflict. 


YET HE IS insistent that the

SAN DIEGO — Devotion to the 
Blessed Virgin Mary is traditionally 
thought of as an ecumenical barrier. 
But it can also become the path to 
Christian unity, said Father Richard 
Duncanson Jan. 8, at the first of a 
number of local events to mark the 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, 
which officially begins Jan. 18. 


Father Duncanson, chairman of the 
Diocesan Ecumenical ,Commission, 
was the major speaker at the annual 
assembly of Church Women United, 
held this year at St. John the 
Evangelist Roman Catholic Church. 


‘‘EXPRESSIONS THAT Unite’”’ 
was the theme of the meeting, and 
Father Duncanson’s topic was 
“Devotion to Mary — Uniting or 
Dividing Church Women?’’ 

Drawing heavily upon Pope Paul 
VI’s apostolic exhortation Marialis 
Cultis, he echoed the hope that despite 
some confusion and readjustment 
following the Second Vatican 
Council, the 20th-century Church 
will find new ways to praise Mary 
according to her own prophetic words 


generations will call me blessed.”’ 


Starting from the premise that 
ecumenical dialogue first stresses 
what Christians have in common 
rather than positions which divide 
them, Father Duncanson pointed out 
that while Marian devotion, in the 
words of the Second Vatican Council, 
must be ‘‘generously fostered,’’ 
theologians and preachers are 
reminded to ‘‘carefully and equally

ROME (NC) — Medjugorje, 
Yugoslavia, is ‘‘another Fatima, 
another Lourdes.’’ This is the

Bp. Moreno to Tucson 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Pope 
John Paul II has named Auxiliary 
Bishop Manuel D. Moreno of Los 
Angeles, the son of a field laborer, to 
be the bishop of Tucson, Ariz. 

Bishop Moreno, 51, a Los Angeles 
auxiliary since December, 1976, 
succeeds Bishop Francis J. Green, 
who resigned last July. He becomes 
the seventh Hispanic bishop to head a 
diocese in the United States. 


ARCHBISHOP Pio Laghi, 
apostolic delegate to the United 
States, announced the appointment. 

Manuel Duran Moreno was born 
in Placentia, Calif., and as a child 
worked with his father, picking 
oranges and walnuts. 

‘‘My father, God rest him, was a 
wetback, was an alambrista (one who 
came under the wire),’’ Bishop 
Moreno once recalled. 

YOUNG MORENO attended the 
University of California at Los 


Angeles before entering the seminary. 
When he was at UCLA, there were 
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‘UNALTERABLY OPPOSED’ 
— Reacting to recent calls for the 
legalization of prostitution in Atlantic 
County, N.J., Bishop George H. 
Guilfoyle of Camden said he is 
‘‘unalterably opposed’ to the move. 
Although ‘‘tolerated’’ in the past, he 
said there is no valid argument for 
legalization, and termed it degrading 
and morally evil. 


NEW BISHOPS — On the feast of 
the Epiphany, Pope John Paul II 
ordained nine new bishops in St. 
Peter’s Basilica and called upon them 
to be manifestations of God’s 
goodness and power. Two Americans 
were in the group, including Most 
Rev. Thomas J. O’Brien, the new 
bishop of Phoenix. 


MANY HOMELESS — The 
bishops of El Salvador have appealed 
for new homes for the 100,000 civil 
war orphans in the country. ‘“The 
mission of the family in society is to 
preserve humanity and to give 
humanizing love,’’ they said, in an 
effort to save the children from future 
lives of delinquency and crime. 


WORKFARE HIT — Cardinal 
Humberto Medeiros of Boston joined 
12 Protestant and Orthodox church 
leaders in protesting against a 
Massachusetts plan which would 
require welfare recipients to take jobs, 
including unpaid public service jobs. 
They charged in a letter to Gov. 
Edward King that workfare ‘‘appears 
to penalize welfare recipients for 
being poor...(and) may impose 
unreasonable and intolerable burdens 
on welfare mothers and _ their 
children, who are already struggling 
to cope with the pains of poverty.” 

CHAPLAINS MAD — The U:S. 
criminal justice system is a ‘‘positive 
damage to society,’’ said 21 Jesuit 
prison chaplains from around the 
country meeting in New Orleans. 
““The destruction of the self-esteem 
and self-confidence of the imprisoned 
results in a demoralized and 
dehumanized individual who is more 
prone to return to crime,”’ they said, 


adding that our present system 
endangers rather than _ protects 
society.

STILL DISAPROVES — Pope 
John Paul II met with Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir at the 
Vatican Jan. 7 to discuss their 
conflicting positions on the status of 
Jerusalem and the rights of the 
Palestinian people. The pope 


indicated continuing disapproval of ~ 


the July 1980 Israeli decision to make 


a unified Jerusalem their capital. The 


pontiff also spoke out strongly in favor 
of Palestinian rights in the Holy Land 
and for refugees in nearby countries. 


PLAN APPROVED — The 
Vatican’s Congregation for Catholic 
Education has approved the third 
edition of the U.S. bishops’ Program 
of Priestly Formation, which contains 
the national norms which govern 
diocesan and Religious order 
seminaries in the United States. To 
be published this spring, the program 
was undertaken in response to a 
mandate of the Second Vatican 
Council which calls for periodic 
revisions in the light of experience and 
changing circumstances; it was 
requested by the Holy See. 


YEAR ASKED — A group of pro- 
life and New Right political activists 
will ask President Reagan to proclaim 
1982 as the Year of the Unborn Child. 
**1982 has been set aside to 
commemorate all the victims of 
abortion throughout the world and to 
unite in the effort to stop the raging 
river of innocent blood that blights the 
face of the earth,’’ their coordinating 
council said. 


POVERTY FEMALE? — There 
is a trend in the United States toward 
a ‘‘feminization of poverty,’ said the 
Center for National Policy Review at 
Catholic University.

Family Circle survey to 


WASHINGTON (NC) — In what 
is shaping up as a battle of survey 
results, supporters and opponents of 
legalized abortion are being asked to 
respond to a survey questionnaire on 
abortion to be run in the Feb. 2 issue 
of Family Circle magazine. 

The Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America, which favors 
legalized abortion and opposes any 
constitutional amendment to restrict 
abortion, has urged its supporters to 


- participate in the Family Circle survey. 


AND THE secretariat of the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities has asked diocesan 
coordinators of pro-life activities 
around the country to urge members 
of their groups to participate in the 
survey. ‘‘If we do not take part in the 
survey, the results. may well be 
heavily unbalanced toward a seeming 
public acceptance of abortion, based 
on responses from Planned 
Parenthood types,’’ said a memo 
circulated by the bishops’ committee 
secretariat. 


The National Right to Life 
Committee, which has nearly: 2,000 
affiliates around the country, has also 
asked them to participate in the 
survey. 

Family Circle, a woman’s magazine 
published every three weeks in New 
York City and available at 
supermarket checkout counters, has a 
circulation of more than 8.5 million. 
The Feb. 2 issue went on sale Jan: 12? 


THE JAN.» 12 issue of the 
magazine, which went on sale 
Dec.15, carried an article by actress 
Katherine Hepburn. Titled ‘‘Let’s 


Face the Facts About Abortion,’’ the- 


article argued against making

“ abortions illegal and urged supporters 


of legalized abortion to express their 
views. 

Abortion ‘‘would seem to me a 
simple necessity,’” Miss Hepburn 
said, “‘in the case of: rape, possible 
death of the mother, where an under- 
age girl has become pregnant with no 
possible way of caring for a baby after 
it is born. Etc.”’ 


She continued: ‘‘I cannot 
understand: the new view that the 
sanctity of life begins at conception. If 
this is true, as the Right-to-Lifers and 
the Moral Majority claim, why is it 
not customary to hold religious rites 
for a dead fetus after a miscarriage? 
Why only after birth? It is obviously a 
concept trumped up to add righteous 
clout to the arguments of the anti- 
abortionists.’”’ 


“LEGAL ABORTIONS are 
tough enough,’’ Miss Hepburn said. 
“Illegal abortions are dangerous — 
terrifying — often filthy — and 
sometimes mutilating.’’ 


Miss Hepburn also has written a 
letter circulated by Planned 
Parenthood calling for opposition to 
an amendment to the Constitution to 
restrict abortion. Planned 
Parenthood, she said, is asking for 
$3.6 million for a national media 
campaign and for organizing citizens 
to oppose the amendment ‘‘and other 
repressive legislation seeking to limit 
individual rights and. reproductive 
freedom. ss yt ; ' 

‘*THE TIME IS now,”’ she said. 
‘“‘We must buy radio, TV and 
newspaper ads immediately, before 
Congress decides on this issue.”’

At a news conference at Our Lady

Diego, said the proposed action was 
“‘an attack upon the unity of families. 
It means quite literally that children 
will be coming home from school in 
communities all over Southern 
California to find that their father or 
mother has disappeared.”’ 


HE WAS JOINED by Father 
Allan Deck, director of Hispanic 
ministry for the Diocese of Orange; 
Father Pedro Villarroya, who ‘is active 
in neighborhood organizing projects 
in East Los Angeles; Father Patricio 
Guillen, director of evangelization for 
the Diocese of San Bernardino; and 
Father Ed Donovan, active with 
migrant workers in San Bernardino. 


‘“‘This policy is an affront to the 
dignity of workers, especially 
Hispanic workers, who play an 
essential role in Southern California 
society and economics,’’ they said,

Bishops’ support of Hatch 
represents no ‘compromise’ 


One of English author Gilbert Chesterson’s most often 
misunderstood comments was that ‘‘if a thing is worth 
doing, it’s worth doing badly.’’ What he meant, of course, 
was not a recommendation of sloppiness or ineptitude, but 
a counsel against delaying needed action in order to await 


the perfect program or solution. 


Pope John XXIII said much the same thing in his 
encyclical, Mater et Magistra, when he explained that the 
Church’s social doctrine was an integral part of its teaching 
and cautioned that social justice efforts should be initiated 
and carried on despite inevitable imperfections. 


The same sort of thinking apparently motivated the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops to support the 
Human Life Federalist Amendment — the so-called Hatch 
Amendment. 


The proposed amendment states: 

A right to abortion is not secured by this Constitution. The 
Congress and the several States shall have the concurrent power to 
restrict and prohibit abortion. Provided, That the law of a State 
which is more restrictive than a law of Congress shall govern. 


Undoubtedly, some leaders of the pro-life movement, 
including some in the Catholic Church, are not happy with 
the position taken by the U.S. bishops. Their reasoning is 
that the amendment proposed by Utah Senator Orrin 


Hatch is too weak, since the measure falls short of 


recognizing the fetus as a person under the legal 
meaning of person in the U.S. Constitution. 


Fears concerning the proposed amendment spring more 
from what the legislation does not say than from what it 
says. But wording of the amendment is not acccidental nor 
arbitrary. It is a finely-honed edge, fashioned by legal 


experts, to sever the Supreme Court’s 1973 Roe vs Wade . 


decision from constitutional law. It clears the path for new 
legal prohibitions against abortion. — 

The bishops probably would have been more 
comfortable lending their support to legislation that stated 
unequivocally (a) the fetus is a person and entitled to all the 
protections afforded a person under the law and (b) 
abortion is an abomination and is forbidden under all 
circumstances. 


But the bishops are aware that such a legislative proposal 
would be doomed. The Hatch Amendment, on the other 
hand, is perceived by congressional strategists to have .the 
best chance of success among the various anti-abortion 
proposals. 


Securing approval of the Hatch Amendment — the 
bishops recognize — is only the first step in their stated 
goal of protecting all human life, from the womb to the 
tomb. But it is a vital step. It is the first step in a long and 
difficult journey. 


In endorsing legislation that its to restate their beliefs 
about the sacredness of human life at all stages, the bishops 
are not shirking their responsibility as teachers and 
shepherds. Neither are they attempting — in a pluralistic 
society — to stretch that function to include the wording of 
secular legislation. 


The proposed Hatch Amendment — in our view — does 
not in any sense dilute, let alone abandon, any principles 
that undergird the pro-life resolve to protect all human life 
at all times, places and circumstances. 


It does represent a prudent view of the most promising 
way this resolve may be achieved. 

The bishops were well-served. by their legislative 
advisers, and we will be well-advised to throw our full 
support behind their leadership.

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II baptized 13 
children and spent four hours with Latin American priests 
studying in Rome Jan. 10. 


The pope’s busy Sunday followed a relatively quiet 
Saturday, which included audiences with French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson, Chicago-born Archbishop 
Paul Marcinkus, and Bishop John Marshall of Burlington, 
Vt. 


The-baptism of the Italian infants took place at 7 a.m. in 
the Vatican’s Rauline Chapel and marked the feast of the 
Baptism of the Lord and closing of the Christmas cycle. 


‘‘The most profound significance of baptism is the fact 
that we bring about a new and extraordinary relationship 
of grace between God and these creatures, who are already 
human persons in the full sense of the word, to whom the 
godparents give voice ane responses,”’ Pope John Paul 
said. 


Parents and godparents have a special duty to educate 
children responsibly ‘‘to help them to grow up in a 
Christian manner,’’ he said. 

At noon, the pope made his usual Sunday appearance at 
the window of his apartment overlooking St. Peter’s 
Square, where about 30,000 people had gathered. 


In the afternoon, Pope John Paul went to the, Latin ° 


American College in Rome, which houses 65 priests from 
10 countries who study at various universities in Rome. 
The pontiff told the priest-students that he hoped their 
academic training would help them ‘“‘to know to attribute 
the highest priority to the option on behalf of the most 
needy, the workers, the peasants, the native peoples, the 
alienated and the Afro-Americans.’’

Mary: asset to ecumenism 


Last month in this column, I referred to Pope Paul VI’s 
apostolic exhortation Marialis Cultis in which he expressed 
the hope that devotion to Mary would become a path to 
Christian unity. As next week is Christian Unity Week, I 
would like once again to refer to that document. 

After explaining the Trinitarian, Christological and 
ecclesial aspects of devotion to Mary, Pope Paul 
enumerated four guidelines for the renewal of such 
devotion: biblical, liturgical, ecumenical, and 
anthropological. 

Marian devotion must be biblical. We must look first to 
the Scriptures to see what they tell us about Mary’s role in 
God’s plan of salvation. Furthermore, our prayers and 
hymns honoring Mary must draw their inspiration and 
their wording from the Bible. 


Marian devotion must be /iturgical. All of the Church’s 
practices of piety must be so arranged as to be in harmony 
with the sacred liturgy. Devotion to Mary should orient the 
Christian people toward the celebration of the Eucharist. 


Marian devotion must be ecumenical. Every care should 
be taken that our devotion to Mary does not mislead other 
Christians about the true doctrine of the Catholic Church. 


Marian devotion must be anthropological. We must pay 
close attention to certain findings of the human sciences 
and eliminate the discrepancy between some aspects of 
Marian devotion and modern anthropological discoveries. 


Pope Paul suggested that Marian devotion should 
include seeking her intercession with her Son in order to 
obtain the union of all the baptized within a single People 
of god. During this Christian Unity Week may we who 
honor Mary as the Mother of God and the Mother of the 
Church pray for an answer to her Son’s pea May they 
all be one.

Sometimes it is harder than others to decide what 
is the Christian thing to do in certain circumstances.

January 17, 1982, Second Sunday in Ordinary 
Time. 1 Samuel 3:3-10, 19; 1 Corinthians 
6:13-15, 17-20; John 1:35-42. 

Monday begins the Week of Prayer for Christian 
Unity. As Christians we have all received a personal 
vocation through baptism, and a call to be one in the 
Body of Christ that is the Church. Our readings for 
this Sunday speak of that same vocation and our 
response to God’s gift of grace. 


God called Israel out of Egypt to be His special 
people, but they remained a loose confederation of 
tribes until the prophet Samuel gave them their first 
kings; from unity, a great nation arose. 

WE SEE THE young Samuel apprenticed to tle 
prophet Eli. Three times the Lord calls to Samuel in 
his sleep, and three times Samuel mistakenly goes to 
Eli. Eli finally realizes the origin of this divine call, 
and tells the youngster to respond, ‘‘Speak, Lord, 
for your servant is listening.”’ 


‘For most of us, God’s call is neither so 
pronounced nor dramatic. But it must still be 
discerned in the concrete reality of the world around 


us, what the Fathers of the Second Vatican Council 


cowboys — horses, chaps and all — casually 
churning up that part of the driveway that to date 
had been relatively untouched. 


Loath as I am to admit it, I lost my temper and 
yelled at them. The cowboys, to add insult to injury, 
were courteous and soft-spoken, fingering their hats 
deferentially like true Zane Grey heroes. Since I 
would dearly have loved to. seem a true heroine it 
was humiliating to find myself in the role of 
villainess. 


WITHOUT DOUBT MINE had not been a 
Christian reaction. But what would Jesus have done 
in my circumstances? Try as I would, I could not 
imagine Him serenely inviting them to plod along 
the remaining soggy road surface in search of their 
cattle! Nor, however, could I imagine Him snapping 
— as I had — that there were no cows here now, so 
get off the property! 


And if, as I had, He had also been concerned 
about the well-being of an 83-year-old mother, 
mightn’t He, too, have raised His voice — just a 
little? After all, He did whip the money changers out 
of the temple. 


Today the sun is shining, the ground hardening, 
and a neighbor has promised to dump a load of 
gravel on the driveway. From this perspective I feel 


referred to as reading the signs of the times. Then, 
like the young Samuel, we will be able to reply, 
“Speak, Lord, for your servant is listening.’’ 


We will be reading from St. Paul’s first letter to 
the Church at Corinth for the next six Sundays. The 
apostle founded the Church there about the year 50, 
and towards the end of the decade was informed, 
while at Ephesus, of division, scandal and 
immorality overtaking those new Christians. 


WE HAVE BECOME one body with Christ 
through the indwelling of the Holy Spirit, he tells the 
Corinthians. Our natural bodies have in fact become 
temples of the Holy Spirit who is God Himself, and 
to profane the body through sin of any kind is to 
desecrate the very place in which God dwells. 


Our bodies are destined for immortality through 
the resurrection, a gift purchased for us at the 
greatest possible price, God’s own death for us on 
the cross in the person of His Son. Seen within this 
total sacramental-redemptive context, personal sin is 
a direct affront to the Lord with whom we are one.

As lamb He reminds us 
of the sacrificial Passover lamb; as servant He is the 
suffering servant of Isaiah who goes to His death in 
payment for the sins of the entire people. 


Andrew and his companion, disciples 6f the 
Baptizer, now follow Jesus. Andrew then goes to his 
brother Simon and brings him back to see the 
Messiah. And Jesus renames Simon as Peter, 
indicative of the role the apostle will play as the 
‘frock’. on which the Lord will build His Church;

People are hungry — for bread in 
many parts of the world, for God’s spirit 
in all parts of the world. This universal 
hunger can be seen in the variety of 
spiritual quests witnessed iin our age. 

Some spiritually hungry people prefer 
to continue through life, undernourished 
for a variety of reasons. Sometimes they 
are held back by the. mistaken view that a 
Spiritual person must somehow be 
different from ordinary mortals. 

With this viewpoint, spirituality is ‘out 
there’’ and does not readily mingle with 
the flesh and blood routines of daily life. 

Another view is that spirituality is 
esoteric, for people on the fringes of 
society. Some people associate spirituality 
with the occult and psychic wonders. 


THEN THERE are those who equate 
spiritual wholeness with success: power, 
money, improved interpersonal relations. 

All these viewpoints have serious 
limitations. : 

First, it is important to remember that 
the spiritual life does not belong to the 
chosen few. The fathers of Vatican Coun-

More recently, the U.S. bishops 
expanded this concept in their statement 
on the laity, “‘Called and Gifted.’ The 
bishops noted: 


“LAY MEN and women hear the call 
to holiness in the very web of their exis- 
tence in and through the events of the 
world, the pluralism of modern living, the 
complex decisions and conflicting values 
they must struggle with, the richness and 
fragility of sexual relationships, the deli- 
cate balance between activity and still- 
ness, presence and privacy, love and 
loss.” 

Clearly, church teaching situates the 
call to holiness in the midst of ordinary 
human life. ; 

Spiritual guidance or direction is critical 
in the practice of spiritual disciplines: It is 
a way of keeping clear that the spiritual 
way is a journey to God. A way that is 
often dark, filled with contradictions and 
paradox. 

Good spiritual direction reminds us to 
heed the warning of the anonymous 


reform movement begun in -16th 
century Spain), are strongly 
influenced by the spirituality of St.

BOTH HAVE first and second 
orders (for priests and nuns), and 
both also have third orders, in which 
lay men and women, most of them 
married couples, try to live the same 
Carmelite spirituality, but outside of a 
cloister or Religious community.

author of ‘“‘The Cloud of Unknowing” 
who said that individuals embark upon a 
serious and demanding task when they 
begin to bring their lives into relation to 
God.

How then does one undertake the 
spiritual journey ? 


THE LIFE of Jesus offers the Chris- 
tian three basic patterns for growth in 
holiness, three strands woven into the 
fabric of inner life. 

1. Solitude. From time to time, Jesus 
withdrew to be totally alone, simply and 
starkly in God’s presence. Some degree of 
solitude has long been recognized as an 
essential of the creative life, whether it is 
artistic creativity or creative family living 
or ministry. 

An important part of solitude, of 
course, is prayer, full of our own needs 
and the needs of our world. 

2. Intimate friendship. Christian 
spirituality demands the sharing of life 
and faith, prayer and work with others. 
Spiritual direction, in a one-to-one rela- 
tionship, is certainly part of this. Small 
study and prayer groups can also be part 
of spirituality. 

The family, neighborhood, parish and

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When the spirit moves, what exactly does it do?

Eleven spirited 14-year-olds come to 
our house almost every week this year on 
Monday evenings. They are getting ready 
for their confirmation. Let me preface the 
following remarks by stating clearly that 
my family enjoys each of these teen-agers 
very much. . 

Overall, however, they could not be 
described as a sedate group. Typically, 
they charge through the door, almost fall- 
ing up the steps to our family room. 

They have so much to say — to each 
other — that it is doubtful there are ever 
two consecutive moments when they all 
are still enough to hear what just one of 
them has to say, let alone to hear what my 
wife and I have to say. : 

But there have been some enlightening 
individual moments. 

Among its other aspects, preparation 
for confirmation calls for some probing of 
the role of God’s Spirit — the Holy Spirit 
— in life. 

But, we discovered, for a number of 
our 14-year-olds, the word ‘“‘spirit’’ con- 
jured up images of ghosts — spooks, that 
is. 


FLOWING directly out of that image 
of spirits as ghosts was the conclusion that 
spirits are dead — at least that they have 
something to do with those who are dead. 

A couple of our teen-agers suggested 
that what makes a spirit unique is its 
capacity to float. 

And what does a spirit do? That ques- 
tion proved to be a puzzle. But it also pro- 
ved the beginning of the much-needed 
breakthrough in our group on the topic of 
spirit. 


“You are a very ‘spirited’ group of 
teen-agers,” I declared. They knew what 
that meant. 

Certainly it meant they weren't dead. 
Not unless the dead have begun to poke 
each- other in the ribs while whispering 
and giggling aloud at the same time. 

Also, they realized that being spirited 
didn’t require the capacity to float in the 
air. Stumble, yes. Float, no. 


TO BE spirited do you have to be a 
ghost? Not if ghosts are quiet. 

Our teen-agers are so alive the four 
walls of our house can hardly contain 
them. 

And that they understood. To be 
‘spirited’ is to be very much alive. 

So what does a spirit do? It enlivens a 
person. It brings a person to life. It is a 
spark in the midst of what is happening 
right here and now. 

At least that is the beginning of an 
answer. 


It is hardly an answer to who the Holy 
Spirit is or what the Holy Spirit does. But 
for our teen-agers it is a building block. 

The difficulty these 14-year-olds have 
with the word ‘‘spirit”” is not unique to 
their age group. Plenty of adults have 
similar difficulty — and as a result have 
reserved a special place for spiritual 
things, somewhere outside the context of 
real life. 


IN THE world of hard knocks, where 
does anything spiritual fit in? 

Some of us may tend to think that any- 
one with time to ponder what “‘spirit”’ 
means can’t be very busy. Yet people who 
arent very busy, can’t be like us. 
Therefore, we may conclude, things of 


the spirit must be for other, less-busy 
people. 


Vaguely, however, we also may sense 


that there must be more to life than what 
is currently experienced; that life could 
mean more if only we could unleash the 
spark within us — if we would let the 
spirit move. :

Tension, emotion in Mark's story of withered hand

The story Mark tells about the man 
With the withered hand is pulsating with 
dramatic tension and. deep emotion. 

It is the Sabbath-again and Jesus, faith- 
ful to the essentials of the law, is at the 
synagogue service. Also present is a man 
with a withered hand, perhaps the victim 
of a form of infantile paralysis. —— 

The cast of characters is completed by 
an initially unidentified group which 
introduces a note of tension. As Mark 
tells us, these people “‘kept an eye on 
Jesus to see whether he would heal them 
on the Sabbath, hoping to be able to bring 
an accusation against him.” 

One just knows that theré is going to be 
trouble. And Jesus doesn’t disappoint. 
Suddenly he calls out to the afflicted man: 
“Stand up here in front!” 


’ The poor fellow has probably gone 
through life carefully hiding his deformed 
hand in the loose folds of his-flowing 
cloak. At the synagogue service he is 


probably sitting out of sight in a dark cor- 
ner. 


NOW, HE is ordered to come up 
front, in full view of the congregation, 
and stand there while Jesus addresses the 
group. ; 

Suddenly he hears Jesus talking to him 
again: “‘Stretch out your hand.”’ Ordinari- 
ly, such a command would have shocked 
him, but now he realizes that Jesus did 
not mean ‘to ridicule him but to help him. 

Hoping and yet. not daring to hope, he 
stretches out his hand and stares 
incredulously at it. It is perfectly normal! 
Tears of embarassment give way to tears 
of relief and joy. 

However, all this time the group has 
been watching. They feared from past 
experience that Jesus intended to heal the 
man, as he has healed others, and they 
were angry. 

The effrontery of this man! It was bad 
enough for him to break the Sabbath laws 
in the seclusion of the grain field, but to 
flout those laws publicly, and right in the 


Spirituality's place 
in our real lives

One has to ask’ questions to discover 
how carefully Jack O’Donnell has mated 
conscience and career. He is not showy 
about either commitment. 

As president of two companies ‘and 
chairman of the board of a third, 
O’Donnell runs a marathon in his career. 
But he also runs a spiritual marathon, 
carefully cultivating a spiritual life. He is 
intensely committed to both. 

O’Donnell is a layman from Wellesley, 
Mass. Today he is a technologist. But 
from childhood on, he enjoyed taking 
things apart. That skill plus his curiosity in 
math, physics and chemistry, led him to 


earn a doctorate in chemical engineering . 


at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. j 

According to O’Donnell, what Rome 
has been to Catholicism, Boston has been 
to high technology. In Boston, early in his 
career, O'Donnell secured positions 
where hé worked on a variety of technical 
projects such as developing industrial 
membrane units to purify waste waters 
from industrial plants. 


SUBSEQUENTLY, he started three 


SPIRITUALITY means 
different things for different peo- 
ple. . 

For scripture scholar Father 
John Castelot, spirituality is a ‘““way 
of life.’ Its essential dimensions 
can be found by carefully studying 
the Gospels. Each Gospel, he 
points out, highlights a particular 
aspect of spirituality. 

In the Gospel of Mark, for ins- 
tance, on which he is writing a 
regular series this year, the 
emphasis is on ‘“‘discipleship, 
following in the steps of Jesus.” 

According to Father Castelot, 
Mark goes to great lengths to 
remind his community that being a 
disciple of Jesus means embracing 
the cross as well as the resurrec- 
tion. Mark wrote his Gospel 


companie.. .i which purpose as much as 
profit provides the rationale. If his com- 
panies succeed, the earth should be a little 
freer of pollution and hazardous health 
risks. 

One company is working on a process 
for removing sulphur from coal before it 
is burned. Another company. is devel- 
oping processes to destroy toxic organic 
chemicals in industrial waste. 

What accounts for the kind of career 
choices a person like O'Donnell chooses 
to make? 

Coming from a family with a strong 
religious tradition, he credits his under- 
graduate education at the University of 
Notre Dame for broadening his education 
in ways that are important to him now as 
an engineer. 

O’Donnell has consistently and 
deliberately turned down lucrative career 
offers that he feels compromise his cons- 
cience. 4 

Over the last 15 years, O'Donnell has 
reflected seriously and often on questions 
related to his career: ‘‘What talents did 
God give me and how can | use them?” 
‘‘What does God want me to do?” 


FROM HIS perspective as a Christian, 
O’Donnell measures his faith journey not

around the year 67, in the after- 
math of Nero’s persecution. The 
gospel writer saw quite clearly that 
hard times were in store for his 
community which, if the truth 
were known, “‘wanted no part of 
the cross.” 

Repeatedly therefore, Father . 
Castelot explains, Mark forces his 
community to confront the reality 
that “‘we are an Easter people — 
but we get there the same way 
Jesus did.” This includes “‘living 
up to the fact that being Christian 
costs a lot in terms of anguish and 
courage,”’ the scholar adds. 


IN THE Gospel of Luke, 
spirituality is centered on prayer, 
Faher Castelot observes. Luke 
portrays Jesus as constantly at 


synagogue — this was too much! 
Healing was a work, and work was for- 
bidden on the Sabbath. 


JESUS’ answer to their unspoken 
objections is not exactly pertinent, but his 
point is clear enough: “‘Is it permitted to 
do a good deed on the Sabbath — or an 
evil one? To preserve life — or to destroy 
it ) ” 

Actually; Jesus was not confronted 
with a choice between doing a good deed 
or an evil one. Not strictly speaking — but 
to neglect the opportunity to do a good 
deed might: be considered tantamount to 
doing a bad one. 

Again, strictly speaking, this was not a 
matter of life or death. The man had lived

with the deformity for years; he could 
have waited until the next day. But there 
was an urgency about Jesus’ mission to 
combat evil and he was eager to 
accomplish it. 


Jewish authorities permitted working 
on the Sabbath in emergencies and Jesus 
simply was extending the principle. The 
fact that the group’s only answer was 
silence indicated that he had won, again. 


AT THIS point, Mark identifies this 
group as some of Jesus’ implacable 
enemies who “‘immediately began to plot 
with the Herodians how they might 
destroy him.” 

This story is the climax of a series of 
five conflict stories. They represent a bat- 
tle which goes on all through Jesus’ min- > 
istry, and the ominous decision of his foes 
anticipates the final outcome of the battle. 

Already we see the shadow of the cross 
growing darker across Jesus’ path — 
which is just what Mark wants his readers 


to see.

Since his involvement in a training pro- 
gram for lay spiritual directors, called 
LIGHT, at Campion Renewal Center in 
Weston, Mass., O’Donnell regularly has 
sought out periods of reflection with a 
spiritual director. He also serves as a 


prayer. Since the Gospel shows the 
place of prayer in Christian life, 
Father Castelot suggests that 
Christians turn to Luke for instruc- - 
tions on praying. 


He cautions ‘that Christians 
should look for the kind of prayer 
that works best for them as 
individuals. ‘‘It is misleading to put 
everyone in the same pigeon hole. 
The busy homemaker will quite 
naturally pray in a different way 
than the contemplative sister, the 
priest continues. 


The idea ‘‘is to maintain cons- 
tant contact with God through the 
day — to realize he is there and 
that he loves you and to respond to 


that belief.”

O’Donnell takes time out a couple of 
times daily to meditate and pray for 15 
minutes. Referring to this as a dialogue, 
he says, “I begin each session by asking 
the Lord to reveal himself to me.

Spiritual direction matter 
of ‘lively and deep faith’

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope 
John Paul II gave strong backing to 
continuing. theological and 
philosophical education for priests in 
a talk to administrators of Italy’s 
major seminaries. The pope said that 
seminaries should create in their 
students ‘‘the awareness that 
whatever they learn in the seminary 
does not exhaust their obligation for 
study but ought instead to stimulate 
in them the desire for continual 
renewal.’’ 


The pontiff said that the seminary 
‘program should form in its students a 
habit of prayer and discipline of life, 
as well as provide a_ thorough 
intellectual formation. 


POPE JOHN PAUL highlighted 


the importance of spiritual training 


and said that the’ student should He., 


assisted toward a ‘‘personal 
experience of the Lord.’’ For this 
reason, he said, spiritual direction 
should not ‘‘be reduced to simple 
listening, to an exchange of ideas or 
opinions, nor should it be confused 
with group dialogue, nor conceived of 
as a personal dialogue, even if 
spontaneous, which is born in the 
intimacy of friendship.”’ 

“‘Spiritual direction ought to be a 
matter of a lively and deep faith, lived 


under the responsibility of a priest-

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Poland: a spiritual trial 


PARIS (NC) — Poles submitting 


peacefully to martial law in their 


country are undergoing a spiritual 


trial like the Passion of Christ, said . 


Archbishop Jean Marie Lustiger . of 
Paris. 

He said the sufferings of the Poles 
were caused by the West’s betrayal of 
Poland after World War II and their 


only way out today would be suicide. 


‘“‘THE CHOICE is not between 
liberty and death — for a freedom 
sought by armed force would be death 
— but between death and life,’’ the 
archbishop wrote in the Paris daily, Le 
Monde, following the imposition of 
martial law in Poland. 


He asked people to pray for Poland 
and to ‘‘pray to.understand that the 
Poles are paying the price of our 
peace, bought by us over 35 years 
ago, not for 30 pieces of silver, but by 
their slavery.”’ 


Archbishop Lustiger was born in 
Paris but has his roots in Poland. He 
is the son of Polish Jews and a convert 
to Catholicism. 


IN HIS ARTICLE he analyzed 
the political options open to the Poles 
as coming down to two: despair and 
suicidal revolt, or submission to 
martial law and living through their 
trial by the strength of their spirit and 
their faith. 

When the Polish hierarchy 
preached calm to their people after the 
crackdown, it was not a cowardly 
compromise with state power, he 
said, but a decision that was 


“politically realistic and above ae 


spiritually inevitable.”’ 5 
- “T would like to remind you of one 


_ fact: If today the Poles are driven to 


despair, this despair does not date 
from today,’’ he wrote. “‘It dates 
from 1939, from the time when other 


Europeans did not -want to die for 


Danzig; from the time Poland lost six 
million people; from the time when 
Yalta divided up the world and 
(Poland) lost the possibility of 
democratic life. oa 

“TODAY, WHEN the sstrictly 
legal efforts of Solidarity find 
themselves up against force, pure and 
simple, Poland does not have any 


like ‘Passion of Christ’ 


political solution before it. I say there 


- is no political solution since the 


situation is blocked within the country 


‘by martial law -and outside the 


country by a division of Europe that 
the West neither wants to nor can 
modify,’’ he wrote. 


Archbishop Lustiger said that from 


a human viewpoint the situation leads 
to despair and death, ‘‘a death 
brought about by revolt crushed in 
blood, death from the normalization 
of a police state, and in individual 
cases death by suicide.”’ 

But he said that the Poles cannot 
choose death because ‘‘if today the 
Poles decide to die for Poland, then 
they will cause Poland to die. ‘Poland 


~ will never die while we live,’ says the 


national anthem.”’ 


HE ASKED rhetorically whether 
in choosing to live Poles would be 
choosing ‘‘a life without liberty, 
which is surely a subhuman life.”’ 


He answered by saying that ‘‘any 
political analysis of the situation 
including the one I have just outlined 
is far from the reality. If Poland since 
1939, and especially in the last year 
and a half, has not died, it is because 


it has lived a spiritual life. 


“It is the kind of life that (Soviet 
dissident Alexander) Solzhenitsyn 
and others have experienced 
individually, the power of the Spirit, 
the force of authentic morality, the 
salvation that God gives in death 


~ itself.’’ 


“IN POLAND, with Solidarity 
and the Black Madonna of 
Czestochowa this experience has been 


__ lived by an entire people, 2 he wrote. — 


He said that the non-violent 
response of the Polish people ‘‘is the 
exact spiritual and practical opposite 
to the German pacifism of ‘Besser rot 
als tot’ (Better red than dead). What 
is demanded of them is not to placate 
the unjust but to overcome them by 
the powerless force of the innocent, of 


the victim. who outlives his: ... 
executioner.’ 


‘‘The passion of Poland today is to 
have the spiritual courage not to die 
but to live,’’ he wrote.

Jesuits called ‘healthy’; 
some problems remain 


MILAN, Italy (NC) — The Jesuits 
are ‘‘healthy’’ as a religious order but 
still have some problems to resolve in 
the eyes of Pope John Paul II, 
according to the papal delegate to the 
Jesuits. 

Father Paolo Dezza, the 80-year- 
old Italian who has been running the 
26,000-member Society of Jesus since 
last October at the pope’s request, 
talked about his appointment and the 
pope’s hopes for the Jesuits in an 
interview with Famiglia Cristiana 
(Christian Family), a Milan-based 
biweekly magazine. ee 

IT WAS THE first. major 
interview granted by Father Dezza 
since his appointment. 

Saying that the Jesuits have been 
known for outstanding work in 
theological research and the social 
apostolates, Father Dezza said that 

“it is not surprising that in these 

~ fields...there may be someone 
working with praiseworthy 
commitment who sometimes allows 
himself to be carried away with 
excessive zeal to take positions or 
initiatives that cause concern.”’ 


The article said that Father Dezza 
cited ‘‘some Jesuit theologians in 
‘certain nations such as the United 
States’’ and ‘‘some Jesuit guerrillas in 
‘Central America’’ as areas that 
‘concern Pope John Paul. 

THE PAPAL delegate was not 
‘quoted directly on those issues and no 
‘names were mentioned in the article. 
‘The interviewer, Renzo Giacomelli, 
said that Father Dezza said the 
number of ‘‘Jesuit guerrillas’’ is 
few, hardly any.”’ 

», Father Dezza denied that the 
“ increase in vocations to the Jesuits in 
Latin America is due entirely to the 
social activism of priests there. 

* “Tt is true that there has been a 
Certain increase in these regions, but I 
wouldn’t say that it was determined 
by the commitment for justice,’ he 
said. 


_ “I WOULD SAY, in general, that 
when the Church is persecuted, 
vocations increase; when on the other 
hand it is doing too well, the situation 

_is not favorable to vocations,’’ Father 
Dezza added. ‘‘Naturally, there are 
other factors.’’ 
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appointment, Father Dezza said it 
“‘was a surprise for everybody, and 
above all was accepted with Ignatian 
obedience.”’ 

“Father Dezza admits, however, 
that the pope’s decision provoked 
sadness among the Jesuits, because it 
was seen as a proof of lack of faith in 
the normal workings of the society,”’ 
Giacomelli said. 


‘‘AND A CERTAIN lack of faith 
there could have been, the papal 


delegate recognizes, because definite 
_ recommendations were repeated 
._ “Several times, but the pope had not 


yet seen the desired result,’’ he 


added. 


Asked why he was chosen for the 
task of running the Jesuits until a 
successor can be elected to the ailing 
superior general, Father . Pedro 
Arrupe, Father Dezza said, ‘‘I don’t 
know. Perhaps because he knew me 
for so many years, since 1947, when 
as a young priest he attended my 
philosophy courses at the Gregorian 
University’’ in Rome. 


Father Dezza said the papal 
appointment did not indicate a lack of 
faith in the society’s vicar general, 
American Father Vincént O’Keefe. 

‘““THE OFFICE OF vicar general 
and that of delegate of the Holy 
Father are different, and therefore it 
shouldn’t be surprising that they were 
entrusted to different people,’’ he 
said. 

‘“‘The vicar general...had the duty 
of convening the general congregation 
for the election of a successor (to 
Father Arrupe),’’ he added. ‘‘The 
delegate, on the other hand, had from 
the pope the mandate to not convene 
the general congregation for now, but 
to procure ‘a deeper preparation’ for 


_ it, according to the directives of the 


Holy Father.”’ 

Father Dezza is scheduled to meet 
with local Jesuit superiors from 
throughout the world in late February 
to continue -preparations for the 
general congregation.

who removed Mary from their 
sanctuaries and from the lives of their 
people, did a disservice to their 
parishioners, because they created a 
vacuum which they did not fill.’’ 


AGAIN QUOTING Pope Paul VI, 
Father Duncanson noted that Marian 
devotions have their rightful place in 
the Church, but that ‘‘exercises of 
piety should be harmonized with the 
liturgy, not merged into it.”’ 

There is a balance which must be 
maintained in the search for Christian 
unity when it comes to Mary, one 
which preserves true Catholic 
teaching and devotion to Mary, but 
one which also excludes exaggerations 
which could mislead other Christians 
about correct doctrine and practice. 


And changes in contemporary life 
have made it difficult for some women 
to reconcile their own _life-styles, 
where they can now assume 
leadership positions both in the home 
and in the business. world, with 
traditional devotional images of the 
Blessed Virgin, he noted. 

NEVERTHELESS, THE image 
of Mary remains a powerful one 
today, both in places like Poland, 
where it is a traditional element of 
both the spiritual and national life, 
and in the United States. 

Solidarity leader Lech Walesa was 
quoted in 7ime magazine as relying, 
when things get ‘‘tragic or critical,’’ ’ 
on ‘‘Mother-Mary,’’ noted Father. In 
response to the great psychological 
pressure and even physical danger he 
faces from  Poland’s Communist 
government, Walesa said: ‘‘No. No. 
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- Mary path to Christian unity 


I’m not scared. I always have Mother 
Mary behind me.’’ 


Despite his loss of credibility as a 
priest, Father Andrew Greeley has his ~ 
merits as a sociologist, said Father 
Duncanson. A Greeley survey finds 
that “‘Mary survives...she is too good 
a story of God to pass up,’’ and that 
those people who score high on a 
‘“‘Madonna scale’’ (a reference to 
Mary’s warmth, patience and 
gentleness) also tend to score high in 
social commitment, frequency of 
prayer, concern for justice and sexual 
fulfillment in marriage.” 


“SO, AS GREELEY puts it, 
“Mary is not only still fashionable, but 
it seems, also still relevant,’’’ said 
Father Duncanson. ‘‘Even Andrew 
Greeley would agree that Mary can 
be an asset to ecumenism instead of a 
liability. If Mary can get Greeley to 
agree with anyone, then she is doing 
her work...and she truly can be the 
path to Christian unity.’’

Jacov Colo, a 10-year-old boy. 

The other three said to have been 
favored by the Marian apparitions — 
a 16-year-old 
girl; Ivanka Ivankovic, a 15-year-old 
boy; and Ivan Dragicevic, a 16-year- 
old boy — were away at school, he 
said. Dragicevic is now a seminarian. 


IT WAS NOT the physical 
appearance of the three he met which 
impressed Father J. The two girls, he 
said, one-in jeans and a sweater and 
the other in a sweater and a gray 
flannel skirt, ‘‘struck you as any two 
teen-agers you might see walking 
down a street in Minneapolis.’’ The 
boy, Jacov, wore a sweatshirt, jeans 
and a smile ‘‘and looked like the last 
kid in the world who’d be caught in 
church.”’ 


Instead, what has helped convince 
Father J. of the authenticity of the 
‘*the whole demeanor 
of the three young people and, most of 
all, the effect which the events have 
had on the life of the community.” 


For several weeks after the first 
apparition of Our Lady on June 24, 
large crowds gathered to pray on the 
site of the appearance, a hillside on 
the outskirts of Medjugorje. But more 
recently, communist officials, 
thinking that it would reduce the 
number of worshippers, moved the 
gatherings into the parish church. 


FATHER J. explained that the 
officials had the legal right to prohibit 
such meetings on public sites, but 
could not prevent their occurrence 
within the church. 

The parish pastor, Franciscan 
Father Tomislav Vlasic, quipped to 
Father J., ‘‘We have the most 
cooperative communist government 
in the world — they make people 
come to church.’’ 


The parish’s former pastor, Father 


Jozo Zovko, is in prison. He was_ 


sentenced Oct. 23 to a three-and-one- 
half-year term, convicted of ‘‘acts of 
hostile propaganda, which attacked 
the security and unity of the 
country.”’ 

ONE OF THE charges brought 
against Father Zovko is that he 
concocted the story of the apparitions 
and persuaded the young people to go 
along with it in order to embarrass 
communist authorities and promote 


the cause of Croatian nationalism. 
Also in prison, according to Father 
J., are Father Ferdo Vlasic, 72-year- 
old editor of a Franciscan newspaper, 
and his assistant editor, Father Iozo 
Krizic. These men wrote _ articles

have tried to talk the six young people 
out of their story, sometimes 
aggressively. ‘“They’ve been isolated 
and analyzed by psychiatrists,’’ said

to die.’’ 


The pastor, Father Vlasic, was 
directed by communist officials to end

describing the accounts of the 
apparitions favorably and were 
accused of fomenting separatism and 
undermining state security. 


Such charges, according to Father 
J., are ‘‘absurd.’’ He said: ‘‘These 
men, all of them Franciscans, are 
really like St. Francis. They are 
simple, in the best sense, and couldn’t 
care less about politics.’’ 


‘SIXTY PEOPLE, according to 
Father J., are in prison on similar 
charges revolving around the 
apparitions. 


One of the reasons for Father J.’s 
strong feeling about the authenticity 
of the appearances is the change he 
has seen in the new pastor, Father 
Vlasic, 40. 


“‘T met him in Rome last spring, 
when he came to a conference on 
prayer’’ said Father J., ‘‘and there 
was nothing unique about him. A 
good priest, I’m sure, but there was 
nothing that struck you particularly. 
Now, though, there is. He’s changed 
over a few months in a remarkable 
way. He’s deeper, more serene, very 
‘calm, very warm.’’ 

“WHAT I REALLY think,”’ 
concluded Father J., “‘is that the 
pastor, as well as the young people, 
talks with Mary.”’ 


Communist government officials, 
according to Father J., are 
‘tremendously frightened’’ at the 
way religion has attracted teen-agers 
in Medjugorje since the reports of the 
apparitions. 


“The communists have — started 
movies and dances for the 
teen-agers,’’ he said. ‘‘But they’re 
not going to them. Instead, they’re 
wearing crosses and coming to church 
in hordes.”’

Poland’s Man of lrona ‘must’ 


By Michael Gallagher 


. NEW YORK (NC) — According to an article in 
the Dec. 30 issue of Variety, Andrzej Wajda was one 
of the Polish intellectuals placed under arrest as soon 
as the current crackdown on Solidarity began. It 
would be impossible, therefore, to give an objective 
evaluation of any recent film of his, but how much 
more so his already much-honored Man of Iron (UA 
Classics), which, with an audacity that is downright 
awesome, éonfronts the central events that led to 
that crackdown — the demands of Solidarity for 
workers’ rights and social reforms. 


Winner of the grand prize at the Cannes Festival 
in 1981, Man of Iron itterweaves documentary 
footage and real characters — notably Lech Walesa 
— with a fictional story line, the struggles of a heroic 
young couple against political and artistic 
repression. 


THE FILM BEGINS with a corrupt. and venal 
party functionary in Warsaw dispatching a 
television journalist named Winkiel (Marian 
Opania) to Gdansk with the mission of smearing 
Maciek Tomcezyk (Jerzy Radziwilowicz), the young 
worker who, as a Solidarity leader, got the shipyards 
strike underway. 


Once a’ man of integrity, Winkiel has 
compromised himself and has become an alcoholic 
coward. He is shocked to discover upon his arrival in 
Gdansk that there is not a drop of liquor to be had, a 
prohibition decreed by the strikers. 


Winkiel interviews various people, including 
Tomczyk’s grandmother, and the more he learns 
about the courageous and passionate Maciek, the 
more uneasy he becomes with his Judas role. The

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thought begins to haunt him, furthermore, that, for 
all his. trimming his sails to go with the prewailiie 
wind, he might actually turn out to be on the losing 
side. The workers might win. Fallible, sinning, 
Winkiel is nonetheless intensely human and very 
sympathetic, Wajda’s best realized character. 


WINKIEL’S LAST INTERVIEW is with 
Maciek’s wife, Agnieszka (Krystyna Janda), who 
has been detained by the police. As a student 
filmmaker, Agnieszka started to make a film about 
Maciek’s me Birkut, who was celebrated as a 
heroic worker in the 50s only to fall before the guns 
of riot police at Gdansk in 1970. In the course of her 
investigation, told in flashback, she met Maciek. 
They fell in love and got married — with Lech 
Walesa as one of their witnesses — and since then 
they have courageously withstood government 
harassment. 


The film ends with Solidarity’s triumph in August 


1980, but as an embittered official tells Winkiel, who 
is torn between happiness and shame, the agreement _ 
is no more than a-scrap of paper that can be 
dispensed with at a more convenient time, an 
ominous note, especially in the light of whee has 


_ happened since. 


Judged in film terms, Man of Iron is severely 
flawed. Mixing fictional and real characters, 
conventional footage with documentary footage, is 
something that’s hard to do under the best of 
circumstances. And Wajda did not enjoy the luxury 
of working under the best of circumstances. 

BUT, AS I SAID, with Wajda in jail at this very 
moment, I have to feel that any esthetic reservations 
are of secondary consequence. The realization of the 
courage of Wajda and his actors and crew in making 
such a film simply overwhelms all other 
considerations. 


Man of Iron i is a film that you can’t afford to let slip 
by. It is tiving history, a testimony to the enduring 
heroism of the people of Poland. The U.S. Catholic 
Conference has classified it A-II, “adults and 
adolescents.

TV: Brideshead starts on PBS

NEW YORK (NC) — Evelyn Waugh’s stylish 
satires of pre-war English society are still read with 
amusement, but his literary reputation rests on a 
single book, Brideshead Revisited. This serious novel 
about an English Catholic family has been faithfully 
adapted to the screen in an 11-part series premiering 
Monday, Jan. 18, 8-10 p.m. on KPBS-TV, 
Channel 15 in San Diego: 


Waugh once described the theme of his novel as 
“the operation of divine grace on a group of diverse 
but closely connected characters.’’ The story 
revolves around various members of the aristocratic 
Marchmain family from the early 1920s to the end of 
the Second World War and is told from the 
perspective of an outsider who became deeply 
entangled in their affairs.

Irons), who as an Oxford student meets and 
befriends the eccentric Lord Sebastian (Anthony 
Andrews). Although Sebastian makes a mystery of 
his family, Charles finds himself gradually drawn 
into the Marchmain circle at Brideshead Castle, the 
family estate. 


The frame around the story is set in 1944 when 
Charles, as an army captain, finds his unit quartered 
at Brideshead. The elegaic tone of the past recalled, 
of a world that no longer exists, is an important part 
of the novel and is powerfully evoked in the first 
episode of the series.
